man, 
Mr. Biitterworth said that he was an 


American clilzon, and he would not allow 
any transplanted citizen to teach h i m how 
to love his country. 


Mr. Farquhar (X. Y.) replied that there 


were on this floor foreign-born citizens who 
loved their country just well as the gentle- 
man did. 


Mr. Buttorworth denied that he had said 


otherwise. 


Mr.Tumor and Mr. Moore favorod the bill. 
Mr. McKlnlcy (0.) said that tho bill did 


not limit the opportunity ol workmifinon to 
gain u livelihood. So tar as the Govern- 
ment was concerned. Instead of being a 
limitation on tho opportunity of American 
froomcu to earn a living, It Increased tnelr 
opportunity to earn a living.

Bill to Legalize Naturalization Pa- 


WARIIINOTON, Aug. 
29.—Mr. Cum- 


mlnj3, of Now York, Int. >ducoJ In the 
House to-day, a bill to make legal 
naturalization ctrtificatos issued by the 
municipal court of lilcldoford. In the 
3rst Congressional district of Maine. 


The bill provides that the several and 


various acts of the municipal court ol 
Biddcford, horotofor luul in naturali- 
;atlon matters, both in taking declara- 
tions of Intention and Issuing certifi- 
cates therefore, and in declaring natur- 
alization papors.shall bo made good and 
jlvon the same forco and effect as if 
the court had at all the several times 
complete authority and jurisdiction In 
the promises. 


A preamble to the bill recites that 


many persons in Maine, otherwise pos- 
sessing all the qualifications for elec- 
tors of the most numerous branches of 
the Legislature in that State have 
been disfranchised and will be prevent- 
ed from voting in tbo election for Repre- 
sentatives in Congress by a decision of 
the court, which holds that the munici- 
pal court of Biddoford did not have au- 
thority and jurisdiction in naturaliza- 
tion proceedings on the merely tech- 
nical ground that the person performing 
the functions and duties of clerk, was 
not called A clerk, and these citizens, 
holding papers Issued in that court, 
have by the result of such decision 
been disfranchised, while holding all 
constitutional qualifications and have 
heretofore 
voted and 
exorcised 
all 


rights Incident to citizenship, and are 


now, 
on the ove of a most important elec- 


tion, suddenly, by this decision, denies 
the privilege of citizenship.

TWO HORRIBLE CRIMES 
EXPIATED 


The Fiendish Deed of the Boy-Mutde:ei 


—Unbridled Passion, Murder and 


Retribution-"Broclcy" Smith's 


Neive and Confession. 


COLUMDUS 0., Aug. 29.—Otto Leuth, 


the Cleveland boy-murderer, who out- 
raged aud then killed little Maggie 
Thompson in that city, May 0, 1889, 
was executed In the annex of the peni- 
tentiary bore shortly after midnight 
this morning. With him was also exe- 
cuted John, alias "Brocky" Smith, who 
horribly butchered up old Bridget By- 
ron in Cincinnati, December S, 1S89. 


Young Leuth was only sixteen years 


old when his crime was committed, and 
is one of the youngest persons ever exe- 
cuted in the country. His crime was a 
most atrocious one, and clearly showed 
that the yoitthful perpetrator was pos- 
sessed of a devil as old as the story of 
crime. 
His victim was but eight years 


old and was fairly idolized by her par- 
ents, being an only child. 
Leuth en- 


tinced hor into the house of his par 
ents who were away on a visit at the 
time the awful crime was committed. 
Leading hor into a bed-room ha first 
outraged her and then boat her brains 
out with a hammer to conceal the ter 
rible crime which was prompted by thai 
most dangerous of human passions, 
licentiousness, abnormally developed to 
a power and ferocity that would dare all 
the borrow of a Donto's hell. The body 
of the little victim was stripped and 
wrapped up in the bod clothing, and 
was allowed to remain in the bod-room 
of the fiendish youth for a whole week 
while the perpetrator mingled with' the 
searchers for the missing child and was 
an unnoticed observer of all the suf- 
fering and excitement caused by th« 
hellish murder. 


Juat ooo month from the date of the 


mysterions disappearance of littlo Mag- 
gie Thompson, the multilated and de- 
composed remains of the child was dis- 
covered under the floor of the Leuth 
residence. The whole family of the 
Louth's were arrested, and the next 
morning Otto made a full confession. 


As the time sot for the exoou tion drew 


near Leuth began to weaken, »ad dur- 
ing the past two days has been com- 
pletely broken down. 
Owing to those 


circumstancs ho was chosen as the first 
to bo put to death. 


Shortly after 
eleven 
o'clock 
the 


march from the warden's office to the 
annex was taken up, the lino boiiiR 
headed by \Vurden Dyer and his assist- 
ants, followed by the roproscntativei 
of tho press associations and various 
•aewspapors and about thirty persons 
who hold special pern,its. 
Arriving 


at tho annex, tho death warrants wore 
road to both Leuth and Smith. Loutb 
was escorted to tho scaffold, ascending 
the stairs with a firm stop. The noose 
being adjusted, Loutb. was asked II ho 
had any thing to say.

of them hurting him while tying his 
hands, and then nald: "Now do that 
business good. All ready. 
Let it go." 


The trap was sprung at 12:0."i a. IB. 


The drop was seven feet and a half, 
and tho boy's nock was broken.
